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BATTLE TO SAVE 
POLICE STATION 


BARKING and Dagenham Council 
is urging residents to sign a petition 
launched by an MP to save 
Dagenham police station which is 
threatened with closure. 

More than 2,500 people have 
signed the petition, launched by Jon 
Cruddas, who joined Barking and 
Dagenham councillors, as well as 
residents in a show of unity outside 
the Rainham Road South station to 
oppose the latest closure bid. 

Under proposals announced by 
the Mayor’s Office for Policing and 
Crime (MOPAC), the station would 
be sold as part of cost-cutting mea¬ 
sures imposed upon the Met, leav¬ 
ing just one 24-hour counter in each 
of London’s 32 boroughs. 

Council leader Darren Rodwell 
wrote to Mayor of London, Sadiq 
Khan, raising concerns about a Met 
Police trial involving Barking and 
Dagenham, Redbridge, and 
Havering sharing resources. 

Cllr Rodwell said: “We are send¬ 
ing out an SOS - save our station. I 
am completely opposed to any clo¬ 
sure in our borough and will do all 
we can as a council to fight to keep 
it. I understand the difficult situa¬ 
tion Government cuts have put our 
mayor in but at a time when crime 
is on the rise, we need more visible 
policing not less and closing 
Dagenham police station is not 
going to give our residents the reas¬ 
surances they need. 

“I am urging as many people as 
possible to sign the petition. It’s

important we make sure the voice 
of the people of Barking and 
Dagenham is heard.” 

The police station opened in 
December 1961 and underwent 
refurbishment in 2005. 

It was threatened with closure in 
2013 but survived thanks to com¬ 
munity action. 

Mr Cruddas, Labour MP for 
Dagenham and Rainham, said: “We 


did it before and we can do it again. 
Now is not the time to be cutting 
back on policing and I will be fight¬ 
ing the proposals all the way. 

“Dagenham police station is the 
most frequently used service in the 
borough and while I understand 
cost savings need to be made, it is 
the residents that would feel the 
sting of this station closing and you 
can’t put a price on residents’ safe¬ 


ty. I call on all everyone to sign the 
petition and help save this vital ser¬ 
vice - it only takes a minute but its 
impact could last a lifetime.” 

Barking police station, on Ripple 
Road, closed to the public in 2014 
and was sold as part of previous 
cost-saving Met reforms.

Jail for dealer 
caught with 57 
wraps of crack 

Loughton man found guilty by Essex jury 


A DRUG dealer found with 57 
wraps of crack cocaine has 
been jailed for two-and-a-half 
years. 

Chelmsford Crown Court 
heard 19-year-old Forrest 
Bentick was seen looking 
suspicious by police offi¬ 
cers in the Valley Hill area 
of Loughton on April 6. 

As soon as he noticed the 
officers he ran off, but was 
pursued to his home. 

He was searched and found 
to be in possession £490 in 
cash. 

During a further search of his 
home officers found 57 wraps 
of crack. Bentick, of Valley 
Hill, Loughton, was charged 
with possessing a Class A drug 
with intent to supply and pos¬ 
sessing a Class A drug. 

He denied the charges, but 
was found guilty following a 
trial. 

He was jailed on Thursday 



September 7, and the court 
ordered the forfeiture and 
destruction of the drugs. 
Following the sentencing, 
investigating officer PC Jack 
Etheridge of the West 
Operation Raptor team, said: 
“We are pleased to see that our 
hard work is paying off with 


yet another drug dealer locked 
up for a significant period of 
time. 

“Our message can’t be clear¬ 
er - if you are dealing drugs 
, in Essex it is only a matter of 
jime before Operation 
Raptor come knocking on 
iyour door. 

We will continue to tire¬ 
lessly pursue those dealing 
drugs in our county and like 
entick ensure we do all they 
r can to get them locked up.” 

Operation Raptor teams were 
set up in the north, south and 
west of the county to target 
those involved in drug and 
gang-related crime.
